have about themselves. They think 
it’s good. 
It has become comfortable for 
blacks to think of themselves as 
non-intimidating. People who think 
that they were born with a non- 
assertive personality will do every- 
thing possible to maintain that per- 
sonality. They would feel uncom- 
fortable trying to behave in any 
other manner. Thus, they stereotype 


asking questions because they don’t 
want to offend another individual. 
Or, they fear they won’t know how 
touse the new information. Or, they 
areafraid they mighthave to change 
the way they live. Or, they are afraid 
toadmit that what they believed for 
most of their lives was wrong. Or, 
finally, they fear they might be left 
without neat little answers to the 
problems in their lives that other so- 
called “experts” had provided. 
Whatever the excuse, they are left 
with only limited knowledge about 
the real world. They remain isolated 
from new information, and shrouded 
in their current uninformed, or ig- 
norant state. 

Mr. W. of Seattle, Washington, 
said in a letter to me, “Black people 
are the warmest, kindest, most Chris- 
tian, most forgiving people in the 
universe. This spirit of goodness 
was brought by our forefathers to 
America hundreds of years ago, and 
is with us today.” 

The above description says 
nothing about the ability of black 


Some- 
times, the wrong thing to do is to 
forgive your enemies. If their abuse 
of you is unjustified, the logical 
thing to do is to retaliate, to fight 
back in order to regain your dignity. 
Black people seem to be trapped a 
self-characterization. They seem to 
be trapped in this “gentle, non-as- 
Sertive,non-offensive” ideathat they 
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just as others have ste- 
reotyped them. Or, to put it differ- 
ently, they doggedly, pacifistically, 
unthinkingly bend themselves to fit 
the mold that was made by people 
who hate them. 

Black people have potential that 
farexceeds Mr. W.’s limited stereo- 
type. Black people can think. They 
can philosophize. They can change, 
improve and adopt to this world, 
that is not receptive to the way that 
they think of themselves. But will 
they modify and adapt to a world 
that for their own survival requires 
them be fighters. 

At present, some black people 
will accept almost anything that 
offers even a slim possibility of 
hope and of escape from the miser- 
ies of being black in America. Thus, 
blacks are trapped in phenomena 
which promise to free them from 
Poverty (lotteries, gambling, the 
drug culture), from the racial stress 
syndrome (drug use, alcohol), and 
from the negativism of being black 
in America (mysticism, and the ex- 
pectation that their “enemy” will be 
punished.) 

These phenomena might offer 
only mild, temporary psychologi- 
cal freedom. When the effects of 
these “escapes” dissipates, the prob- 
lem associated with racism still ex- 
ist and will continue to exist until 
offended blacks release themselves 
from this intellectual slumber.

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Last week, a good friend of my brother's pleaded guilty to charges 
that he murdered his mother. He received 30 years in prison, 10 
mandatory before he could be eligible for parole. The word around the 

“hood is that he got a good deal. My brother and his friends are saying 
that with good behavior, he will probably only have to stay in Trenton 
for 2 years and then get transferred to a minimum security facility. 

They think it won't be too long before their buddy is back hanging 
out with them. I find the whole thing a terrible miscarriage of justice. 

Everyone's heard the case. A headless body found when new 
homeowners noticed a shoe sticking out of the ground. The body had 
been kept in the house for about a year where he left it while he still 
lived in the house ihat was about to be put up for sheriff sale. He killed 
his mother when she came at him with a knife. They struggled and he 
killed her in order to save his own life. But, what for? What kind of 


life does he have now? 


This young man has been victimized all around. His mother 
emotionally and physically abused him and his siblings all their lives. 
After years of.torture from a mentally disturbed mother, his torture 
does not end with her death. He has been failed by everyone — his 
family, and the system that is charged with protecting the innocent. 

I plead with you to reach out to him. He thought, by forgoing a trial 
and copping a plea, he would at least guarantee that someday, he'd be 
free. But, I believe that a lawyer committed to justice, and the 
testimony of the people who knew him and the kind of person he was, 
would have been able to acquit him. Once again, justice has not 
prevailed when it comes to the life a a poor, black, male. The system 
does not care about his suffering, only that there is one less black male 


to have to deal with. 


Do not let this young man suffer anymore. He should be getting 
psychological and emotional support. He should not be put away to rot 
in the system's rehabilitation center. Write to our elected officials on 
his behalf. Allow the truth to come forward and force justice to prevail 


to save a man's life.
